Two Vital Questions 


Two vital questions which are being asked by the public regarding the purchase of the plant of the 
Xenia Water Company by the city are, “Why is the Water Company willing to sell the property” and “Is 
the property worth $260,000.” The undersigned com mittee believes that if the public will give careful con­ 
sideration to the answers given herewith to these questions that ii will he fully satisfied that the city should 
buy the property and that itis getting it at a fair price. 


W hy is the W ater Company 
Willing to Sell? 


The Water Company is willing to sell its property for the sole 
reason that the Public Utilities law in Ohio makes it impossible 
I oi Hie owners to make more than a fixed profit on their invest­ 
ment. 
Since 
this law went 
into effect 
public utilities, 
owned 
privately, are controlled by the Utilities Commission, wnicn re­ 
moves every possibility of the owners to make more than a fixed 
dividend, which is little more than 
the return on 
government 
bonds. 
In the case of the Xenia Water Company the Public 
Utilities Commission told the company when it fixed the water 
rates in Xenia, “If the revenue from this rate nets you more than 
$20,500 on your investment this year we will cut the rate to such 
an extent your net income the next year will equalize your profit 
fhis year.” 
The company nom this time forward is absolutely 
assured of making $20,500 on its investment, but the incentive to 
improve the plant and reduce operating expenses is entirely re­ 
moved as the water rate will be cut in exact proposition to the 
amount of money thus saved by the company. 


In short it is simply a “cost plus” proposition. The rates are 
fixed on valuation plus operating expenses and there is no special 
reason why operating expenses should be held down as under the 
law the consumers and not the stockholders of the company reap 
Hic benefit. 


In the case* of added investment to make needed improvements 
the same proposition holds good, 
lf the company should increase 
its investment by say $60,000 to install a new and badly needed 
water supply, it would have to borrow that amount of money and 
pay 6 or 7 per cent 
interest charges 
and then draw 
very little 
more in dividends on the added investment. 
It simply means tak­ 
ing money from one pocket and putting it into another and the 
watei company does not care to continue the practice. 


If a Public Utilities Commission did not exist 
in Ohio the 
sky would be the limit on the profits of the company and the 
valuation on the plant undoubtedly would be much in excess of the 
price asked. 
i 


If the city buys the plant there will lie an incentive to make 
needed improvements, improve the service 
and cut expenses, as 
every dollar thus saved 
will return lo the consumer 
in reduced 
waler rates. 


Is the Plant Worth the Price 
ol $ 260,000? 


Judging from the reports made by three experts after long and 
canful investigation the price 
of $260,000 asked 
by the Water 
Company for its plant is not excessive. 
Since IOU when the city 
first approached the Water Company regarding 
the sale of the 
plant three separate investigations have 
been conducted by three 
experts, one representing the city, one the Water Company, and 
one the Public I tilities Commission. The average of the valua­ 
tions fixed by these three experts is $286,000. 
As the result of negotiations which 
were carried forward be­ 
tween the city and the company it was 
finally agreed 
that the 
Water Company would 
sell its plant for a flat price of $260,000, 
which is just one thousand over the Public 
I tilities estimate, or 
take an appraised price 
to be fixed bv 
three experts, one to be 
chosen In the city, one by the company and the third by the two 
first named. 
After consulting with Philip Burgess, 
consulting 
engineer, 
who had prepared the city’s estimate in 1017, the city officials de­ 
eded that the last price of $260,000 would 
undoubtedly be much 
under an appraised price. 
An appraisement 
made 
today 
and 
based on present prices of materials would be nearly $50,000 in ex­ 
cess ol lh** flat price of $260,000 it is estimated. To he exact the 
figures are as follows:

The $260,000 will enable the Water Company to pay approxi­ 
mately 50 cents on the dollar for its outstanding stock, after its 
bonded indebtedness of 
$160,000 has been 
taken care of. 
The 
I louting inde btedness of the company it is estimated is balanced by 
the money due the company from the city and private consumers. 
During the past four years the stockholders have received no 
dmdrndg. 
This amount is lost to them absolutely as the price of 
8260.900 i 
not sufficient lo cover this loss in dividendvS. 


Hie above arc two of the chief questions to consider in making; up your mind regarding your vole on 
this propostion on Thursday, September 25th. it has been demonstrated beyond a doubt that hundreds of 
other cities are operating their water plants at much lower rates than Xenia has ever enjoyed. 
The above 
discussion of two vital questions should allay any doubt regarding that angle of the proposition. 


Other questions which have been presented to the committee will be answered from day to day until 
the day of the election.
